Rejection of 
teachers* deal 
baffles minister 


Education. Province’s 2 
biggest school boards 
have rejected the deal 


Alberta’s Education Minister 
Jeff Johnson said he can’t under¬ 
stand why Alberta’s two largest 
school boards are rejecting a 
proposed settlement with the 
province’s teachers. 

The Calgaiy Board of Edu¬ 
cation turned down the deal 
Wednesday, adding to Edmon¬ 
ton Public Schools’ rejection on 
Tuesday. 

“We are concerned that the 
proposed agreement concen¬ 
trates much of the decision¬ 
making for student learning in 
the teachers’ union,” said Cal¬ 
gary board chair Pat Cochrane

in a prepared statement. 

Edmonton Public School 
board chair Sarah Hoffman said 
Tuesday there will be costs to 
this deal the board can’t afford. 

“With the proposed budget 
and with the proposed contract 
we are facing there is no way 
that we can continue to offer 
the same level of service with¬ 
out it impacting students,” she 
said. 

Johnson said he doesn’t 
understand the school board’s 
concerns. 

“The financial pieces we 


have been able to negotiate are 
better than what was proposed 
a month ago and certainly bet¬ 
ter than what they could nego¬ 
tiate on their own.” 

The Alberta School Boards’ 
Association was not at the table 
when this contract was negoti¬ 
ated, but Johnson said the talks 
were focused on provincial 
issues. 

“There were a couple of bar¬ 
riers to getting that deal with 
the ATA and they were items 
that only the province could 
deliver,” he said. 

Johnson mused about a 
legislated contract before this 
deal was reached last week, but 
he said it is too early to decide 
what the province will do if 
more boards reject the deal. 

“We have always said legis¬ 
lation would be a last resort, so 
like I said these are early days 
right now and we will know a 
lot more in about a week.”

Pharmacists 
uniting against 
budget cutbacks 

Some pharmacies in 
Edmonton and St. Albert 
will be shutting their 
doors on Thursday 
morning so pharmacists 
can attend a rally at the 
legislature to protest 
budget cuts that they say 
will cause drug shortages 
and affect patient care. 

Organizers say hun¬ 
dreds of pharmacists and 
pharmacy students from 
across Alberta, along 
with concerned citizens, 
are expected to attend 
Thursday’s march to the 
legislature. 

“The March 7 Alberta 
budget is going to drastic¬ 
ally affect patient care 
that pharmacies and 
pharmacists can offer 
their patients starting 
May 1,” said Aileen Jang, a 
protest organizer. 

Jang said Thursday’s 
event marks the first time 
Alberta pharmacists have 
publicly united to influ¬ 
ence the government. 

“This is something 
that pharmacy has never 
done before, but this 
issue right now is so 
important to all of us as a 
profession.” 

Jang said pharmacists 
are upset the government 
did not consult with them 
before the budget was 
released. 

As a result of budget 
cuts, pharmacies will 
have to axe staff, said 
Jang, noting she will try 
to keep her 20 full- and 
part-time employees as 
long as she can. 

“Patient care is going 
to suffer because a lot 
of stores are going to be 
trimming their staff to 
save money,” she said.

Landowners in the path of 
the southeast LRT could now 
face expropriation of their 
properties after city council 
gave the green light Wednes- 
day.

coming negotiations. 

“They still have their fin¬ 
ger on the trigger, anytime 
things go wrong or not to 
their satisfaction,” he said.

their properties. 

“We have to continue to 
build the city and I appreci¬ 
ate all their concerns and I 
know I would be frustrated if 
it was my land.” 

Mandel said as the city’s 
LRT lines move from plan¬ 
ning to construction, this is 
going to be a ongoing prob¬ 
lem. 

“Expropriations and chal¬ 
lenges with people are al¬ 
ways going to be an issue 
and we hope we can rectify 
them in an amiable way, but 
you are not always able to do 
that.”

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Police get $l-million budget 
boost for prisoner transfer

The Edmonton Police Service 
got $1 million in extra fund¬ 
ing on Wednesday to help 
deal with the cost of trans¬ 
porting prisoners to the new 
remand centre. 

After turning down the 
request at budget time, city 
councillors reversed their 
decision and allocated $1 mil¬ 
lion from last year’s surplus 
to help the police with the 
additional costs of the trans¬ 
fers. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
said there is no way of get¬ 
ting around the reality of the 
situation. 

“We have to transfer our 
prisoners from our facility 
downtown out to the remand 
centre, and that is going to 
cost us,” he said. 

Mandel had hoped the 
province would pitch in with 
some funding but he said

after getting more informa¬ 
tion it is clear it is the city’s 
responsibility. 

Edmonton Police Chief 
Rod Knecht was thrilled at 
the news. 

“The approval of $1 mil¬ 
lion meets our immediate 
prisoner-transportation 
needs to the new remand cen¬ 
tre,” he said in a statement. 

Knecht said he had draft¬ 
ed a plan for this year that 
involved nine officers trans¬ 
porting prisoners from the 
police’s downtown headquar¬ 
ters to the new remand cen¬ 
tre in the city’s northwest. 

He said in the long term 
he hopes eventually to out¬ 
source the transfer of prison¬ 
ers so that front-line officers 
aren’t doing the work. 

“We continue to have dis¬ 
cussions to contract prisoner 
transportation with the Al¬ 
berta Sheriffs as one of those 
options.”

Teens who killed Ethan Yellowbird apologize 


Lawyers for three teenagers 
who shot at a house at the Sam¬ 
son Cree First Nation, killing a 
five-year-old boy asleep in his 
bed, argue their clients’ tragic 
childhoods in a desolate com¬ 
munity should be considered 
before punishment is handed 
out. 

They told a sentencing hear¬ 
ing on Wednesday that vio¬ 
lence was a way of life on the 
reserve south of Edmonton. 

Crown prosecutor Trent 
Wilson acknowledged how the 


oldest youth in the case has 
talked about feeling compelled 
to join a gang because violence 
was eveiywhere. But he said 
their sad childhood stories 
are no excuse for killing little 
Ethan Yellowbird. 

“Not eveiybody who has a 
troubled background becomes 
a thug,” he said. “These guys 
had choices.” 

On Wednesday, for the 
first time in court, the three 
teens stood up and spoke. They 
each repeated the same word: 


Recommended sentence 


• The Crown asked that 
all three serve the max¬ 
imum youth sentence for 
manslaughter: two years 
in custody followed by 
one year of supervision. 

“Sorry.” 

“I’d like to apologize to the 
family we’ve hurt,” said one 
of the teens, nodding toward 


Ethan’s relatives sitting in the 
court. “I’d like to say sorry to 
you guys. Truly, I’m sorry.” 

Ethan’s mother, Ashley 
Yellowbird, said outside court 
she was surprised by the apolo¬ 
gies but doesn’t necessarily be¬ 
lieve them. “They’re the only 
ones who know if they’re really 
sincere or not.” 

Provincial court Judge Geoff 
Ho said he needs time to con¬ 
sider the difficult case and will 
be ready to sentence the teens 
on May 10. the Canadian press

Six weeks after issuing Canada¬ 
wide warrants for a 30-year-old 
man wanted in connection 
with a 2012 homicide, Ed¬ 


monton police are distributing 
posters that have been trans¬ 
lated into Somali in an effort 
to find the suspect. 

Hassan Isse Ismail is want¬ 
ed for second-degree murder 
in connection to the death of 
Aden Ahmed, who was stabbed 
to death on Nov. 19, 2012. 

EPS Homicide Section Staff 
Sgt. Bill Clark said it’s rare that 
police will issue a Canada-wide 
warrant for an individual’s ar¬ 
rest, and even rarer that a sus¬ 


pect is not located quickly. 

“Normally these guys are 
found within days of these 
warrants being issued,” he said 
Wednesday, standing near the 
home where the murder took 
place in the area of 113 Avenue 
and 94 Street. 

Clark said Ismail, who is of 
Somali descent, could be hid¬ 
ing in Edmonton. 

They can 
go underground, they can hide 
in different areas of the city

Clark said community 
leaders also helped the 
force last week with the 
quick arrest of a 16-year- 
old who was charged with 
second-degree murder 
in the March 10 death 
of 18-year-old Mohamed 
Jama Salad. 

“Even on our last 
homicide last week, the 
community leaders were 
actively involved with us 
and really assisted us in 
speaking with people and 
met with us and the re¬ 
lationship has just vastly 
improved,” he said. 

“I can’t say enough 
about the co-operation 
we’re getting.” 

Clark said the strength¬ 
ened relationship with 
the Somali-Canadian com¬ 
munity in Edmonton is 
evident in the arrests the 
force is making.

‘Dexter Killer/ Book on murderer 
Mark Twitchell now in paperback

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‘Just watch me’ 
be PM: Trudeau 



Scribbled reply. Liberal 
leadership contender 
echoes father’s words 


Forty-two years after it was first 
uttered, the Trudeau challenge 
is back. 

“Just watch me,” Justin Tru¬ 
deau scribbled in a note on 
Tuesday night, when a fellow 
passenger on his flight, Michael 
Kydd, asked whether the Lib¬ 
eral leadership contender could 
defeat Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper. 

Trudeau replied by invoking 
his father’s famous phrase dur¬ 
ing the FLQ crisis of 1970, when 
a band of Quebec separatists 
kidnapped a British diplomat 
and a cabinet minister. 

Then-prime minister Pierre 
Trudeau was asked how far he 
would go in the suspension of 
civil liberties during the crisis. 

“Well, just watch me,” he 


said at the time. 

It turns out Kydd will be 
“just watching” Trudeau, how¬ 
ever. Kydd acknowledged he’s a 
lifelong Conservative. 

Harper’s communications 
director, Andrew MacDougall, 
was having some fun, too, by 
putting out his own scribbled 
note on Wednesday. A photo 
was posted on Twitter with a 


question: “Hey Andrew, what 
do you think about Justin Tru¬ 
deau’s ‘just watch me’ quote?” 

The reply: “Fuddle Duddle! 
Andrew.” 

(“Fuddle duddle” was what 
Pierre Trudeau claimed he said 
during a stormy session in the 
Commons. Others said it was a 
well-known obscenity.)

tion campaign had accepted 
28 ineligible donations. 

He has since pledged to 
run in a byelection and is be¬ 
ing supported by the prime 
minister, even though Elec¬ 
tions Canada is continuing to 
investigate. 

The opposition parties 
have accused Harper of act¬ 
ing immorally by allowing 
Penashue to run in a byelec¬ 
tion after being caught “buy¬ 
ing” his last election.

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Networks crash at S. Korean 
banks, media companies 



Cyberattack. North 
Korea is suspected of 
being behind the attack 
that paralyzed ATMs

A cyberattaclc caused comput¬ 
er networks at major South Ko¬ 
rean banks and top TV broad¬ 
casters to crash simultaneously 
Wednesday, paralyzing bank 
machines across the country 
and prompting speculation of 
North Korean involvement. 

Screens went blank at 2 
p.m., the state-run Korea Infor¬ 
mation Security Agency said, 
and more than seven hours 
later some systems were still 
down. 

Police and South Korean 
officials couldn’t immedi¬ 
ately determine responsibil¬ 
ity and North Korea’s state 
media made no immediate 
comments on the shutdown. 
But some experts suspected a 


cyberattaclc orchestrated by 
Pyongyang. The rivals have 
exchanged threats amid joint 
U.S.-South Korean mihtaiy 
drills and in the wake of UN 


sanctions meant to punish 
North Korea over its nuclear 
test last month. 

The network paralysis 
took place just days after 


North Korea accused South 
Korea and the U.S. of staging 
a cyberattaclc that shut down 
its websites for two days last 
week. Loxley Pacific, the Thai¬ 


land-based Internet service 
provider, confirmed the North 
Korean outage but did not say 
what caused it.

First Nations. Aboriginal 
groups say stakes are 
so high, they'll keep 
fighting Keystone XL 
and Northern Gateway 


An alliance of First Nations 
leaders is preparing to fight 
proposed new pipelines in the 
courts and through unspeci¬ 
fied direct action. 

Native leaders from Canada 
and the United States were on 
Parliament Hill Wednesday to 
underfine opposition to both 
the Northern Gateway and 
Keystone XL pipelines. 

The first would tie the Al¬ 
berta oilsands to the West 
Coast, while the second would 
send bitumen to refineries on 
the American Gulf Coast. 

Natural Resources Minis¬ 
ter Joe Oliver said the federal 
government is consulting with 
First Nations and is ready to 
hear their concerns. 


“We’re making eveiy effort 
to respond to the concerns we 
have heard on the West Coast,” 
he said after a caucus meeting. 

“They want to do the best 
for their communities and we 
want to do the best for their 
communities as well. So I re¬ 
main very hopeful.” 

Some of the chiefs brushed 
off the federal government’s 
appointment this week of a 
special envoy to look at ten¬ 
sions between natives and the 
energy industry. 

Chief Allan Adam of the 
Athabasca Chipewyan First 
Nation said natives are deter¬ 
mined to block the pipelines. 

“It’s going to be a long, hot 
summer,” he said at a news 
conference. 

Phil Lane Jr. of the Amer¬ 
ican Yankton Sioux said native 
groups south of the border 
will stand with their Canadian 
cousins. 

“We’re going to stop these 
pipelines one way or another,” 
he said, the Canadian press

Targeted? Shooter kills 
head of Colorado prisons 


Colorado’s top state prison of¬ 
ficial was shot and killed when 
he answered the front door of 
his house, setting off a hunt for 
the shooter and raising ques¬ 
tions about whether the attack 
had anything to do with his job. 

Tom Clements, 58, was shot 
around 8:30 p.m. Tuesday in 
Monument, north of Colorado 
Springs, and a witness reported 
a person driving away in a darlc- 
coloured “boxy” car that had its 
engine running at the time of 
the shooting, authorities said. 

Investigators were explor¬ 
ing all possibilities, including 


that the shooting could have 
been related to Clements’ job 
as executive director of the 
Colorado Department of Cor¬ 
rections. 

While the motive of the kill¬ 
ing wasn’t immediately clear, 
similar attacks on officials have 
been on the rise in the U.S., said 
Glenn McGovern, a California 
investigator who tracks such 
incidents worldwide. 

The attacks are often mo¬ 
tivated by revenge, said Mc¬ 
Govern, who has documented 
more than 133 attacks since

Britain’s fertility regulator 
says it has found broad pub¬ 
lic support for in vitro fertil¬ 
ization techniques that allow 
babies to be created with 
DNA from three people for 
couples at risk of passing on 
potentially fatal genetic dis¬ 
eases. 

It also found there was no 
evidence to suggest the tech¬ 
niques were unsafe, but said 
further research was still ne¬ 
cessary. 

Critics, however, slammed 
the decision as a breach of 
ethics, saying there were al¬ 
ready safe methods like egg 
donation to allow people to 
have children without mito¬ 
chondria defects. 

Britain’s Human Fertilisa¬ 
tion and Embiyology Author¬ 
ity began a public discussion 
of the topic at the govern¬ 
ment’s request last year. 

“Although some people 
have concerns about the 
safety of these techniques, 
we found that they trust the 
scientific experts and the 
regulator to know when it is

OMA. Ontario doctors 
want crackdown on 
antibiotic use in farming 


The Ontario Medical Asso¬ 
ciation wants the federal and 
provincial governments to 
crack down on antibiotic use 
in farming. 

The organization is issuing 
a call to arms on the problem 
of antibiotic resistance, warn¬ 
ing the world is in danger of 
losing these drugs because of 
misuse. 

A policy paper drafted by 
the OMA says Ontario should 
ban the use of antibiotics as 
growth promoters in food- 
animal production. 

Farmers currently feed 
antibiotics to healthy animals 
both to prevent them from 
becoming ill and to acceler¬ 
ate growth. 

Many more tonnes of the 
drugs are used in agricultural 
operations than in human 
medicine and experts say the 
practice is fuelling develop¬ 
ment of resistance. 

OMA president Dr. Doug 
Weir says Canada has been 
slower off the mark to act 
to protect antibiotics than 
countries in Europe and the

Syria’s government and rebels 
on Wednesday both demanded 
an international investiga¬ 
tion into an alleged chemical- 
weapons attack, as the coun¬ 
try’s feared arsenal became the 
latest propaganda tool in the 
two-year-old civil war. 

President Barack Obama 
said the United States is in¬ 
vestigating whether chemical 
weapons have been deployed 
in Syria, but noted that he is 
“deeply skeptical” of claims 
by President Bashar Assad’s 
regime that rebel forces were 
behind such an attack.

“Once we establish the 
facts, I have made clear that 
the use of chemical weapons 
is a game changer,” Obama 
said in a news conference 
with Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu in Jeru¬ 
salem. 

The use of chemical 
weapons by either side is a 


nightmare scenario. Along 
with its warnings about Assad, 
the West is just as concerned 
that rebel forces, including 
some linked to al-Qaida, could 
get their hands on Syria’s 
chemical-weapons supplies. 

Despite the importance, 
any clear confirmation of the 
nature of the attack that took 
place Tuesday in the northern 
village of Khan al-Assal, killing 
at least 31 people, is unlikely. 
Syria’s government seals off 
areas it controls to journalists 
and outside observers. 

If confirmed, it would 
be the first time a chemical 
weapon has been used in Syr¬ 
ia’s war that has already killed 
an estimated 70,000 people. 

Syria’s UN Ambassador 
Bashar Jaafari called the at¬ 
tack “veiy serious and alarm¬ 
ing and unacceptable and un¬ 
ethical.”

Tensions with ban. Obama 
pledges support for Israel 


Eager to reassure an anxious 
ally, U.S. President Barack 
Obama on Wednesday prom¬ 
ised to work closely with Israel 
and do whatever is necessary to 
keep Iran from obtaining nu¬ 
clear arms, “the world’s worst 
weapons.” 

Obama, meeting with Israeli 
Prime Minister Benjamin Net¬ 
anyahu on his first visit to the 
Jewish state as president, said 
of Iran’s nuclear ambitions: 
“We prefer to resolve this diplo¬ 
matically and there is still time 
to do so.” But he added that “all 
options are on the table” if dip¬ 


lomacy falls short. 

Netanyahu, at Obama’s side 
for a joint news conference, 
said that while he appreciated 
U.S. efforts to thwart Iran’s 
pursuit of nuclear weapons 
through diplomacy and sanc¬ 
tions, those tools “must be aug¬ 
mented by a clear and credible 
threat of military action.” 

Seeking to alter a perception 
among many Israelis that his 
government has been less sup¬ 
portive of Israel than previous 
U.S. administrations, Obama 
declared the U.S.-Israeli alliance

Social media giants 
ignoring Canadian 
privacy laws: Report 


Personal data. Sites are 
supposed to let users 
know what information 
is being collected about 
them — but they rarely 
do, a researcher says

Many of the most prominent 
social-media companies are fail¬ 
ing to comply with Canadian 
privacy laws, a new report says. 

The study, written by Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria researcher 
Chris Parsons, found sites such 
as Faceboolc, Twitter and Tum- 
blr are “lacking at best, and en¬ 
tirely negligent at worst,” when 
it comes to things like letting 
users know what kind of infor¬ 
mation is collected about them.

A University of Victoria researcher 
notes that while some sodal media 
sites, such as Facebook and Twitter, 
do provide automated ways for users 
to access their personal data, they do 
not let users see all of that 
information, getty images file 


and Electronic Documents Act 
requires social-networking 
sites, upon request, to hand 
over information about “the 
existence, use and disclosure of 
... personal information.” 

But when Parsons and his 
colleagues filed such requests, 
only six of the 18 companies 
queried even replied, and those 
that did either refused to pro¬ 


vide any information or offered 
incomplete data. 

While Google, Facebook 
and Twitter do provide auto¬ 
mated methods for users to ac¬ 
cess their information, Parsons 
says users are still unable to get 
all of their personal informa¬ 
tion. In particular, he and his 
colleagues weren’t given the 
“metadata” that companies 
attached to their social media 
posts. 

“We argue that metadata is 
content,” he said. “And when 
we understand the metadata, 
we can understand how cor¬ 
porations and law enforcement 
use that data.” 

For example, metadata 
can tell a company how often 
you’re upgrading your cell¬ 
phone or what kind of com¬ 
puter you’re using. This in¬ 
formation can then be sold 
to advertisers, or — in a case 
highlighted by the Wall Street 
Journal — be used to manage 
online pricing to charge more 
to certain consumers.

There was a time when the most impressive 
woman on television was Mary Tyler Moore, be¬ 
cause she had a job (!) and could throw that hat a 
lot higher than people believed possible with 
scrawny female arms. 

There was a time when spoilers were only re¬ 
quired for big summertime cliffhangers, like 
Who BorgifiedJ.R.? It wasn’t really required for, 
say, Home Improvement. (“This week, Tim Taylor (WARNING: 
SPOILER AHEAD) gets his wife mad at him and talks it out with 
Wilson. We’ll discuss the repercussions of this shocker and what 


it means for the next 11 seasons.”) 

You can also see how far TV has come if you imagine current 
shows as old-style programs. “On a very special episode of Game of 
Thrones, Daenerys Stormborn has a heart-to-heart with her drag¬ 
ons when they take up smoking. King Joffrey enters a skateboard¬ 
ing competition, much to his mother’s dismay. And Taylor Swift 
guest stars as Lady Diva Chanteuse, of House Brolcenheart.” 

We can’t even complain about bad television—and there’s lots 
of it—because it’s so easy to avoid now. Good TV is there for the 
buying, renting, streaming or downloading. 

For the first time in its history, television has joined the best 
books and movies in rewarding an active mind. And we should 
grasp it while we can, because if popular culture has taught us 
anything, it’s that the good stuff never lasts. 

Whether this Golden Age ofTelevision is a byproduct of our in¬ 
ability to deal with real-world wars, poverty and lack of chocolate 
on a planet that is spinning inexorably out of control is a question I 
will think about eventually—like, when Game ofThrones is over. 

Shhh...TV’son.

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Lily Tomlin. Actress was 
ready to bare it all in 
the name of feminism 


Admission is a romantic com¬ 
edy, not an action movie, so it 
comes as something of a sur¬ 
prise that one of its stars want¬ 
ed to advertise their physique 
with a scene in which they chop 
wood bare-chested in the for¬ 
est. Even more surprising? That 
star was comedy legend Lily 
Tomlin. “I wanted to be in the 
woods chopping wood with my 
shirt off,” Tomlin reveals about 
her character, a septuagenarian 
feminist whose adult life has 
been devoted to activism. “The 
character has a double mas¬ 
tectomy, and I think. I’ll get a 
breastplate made like I’ve had a 
double mastectomy and I’ll tat¬ 
too it to show another expres¬ 
sion of her empowerment and 
how she’s completely at ease 
with herself and accepts her fe¬ 
male body.” 

Unfortunately, the actress 
landed the role too late to be 
able to follow through on her 
plan. But even without the 
requisite hardware she wanted 
to bare her body on screen, she 
reached into her own experi¬ 
ences in order to bare her char¬ 
acter’s soul. 

“I am a feminist and I lived 
in those days of the move¬ 
ment,” Tomlin explains. “And I 
know what it is as a human [to 
believe] in a certain philosophy 
or some doctrine — and you do 
not want to betray it.” 

As Susannah, Tomlin plays 
the mother of Tina Fey’s 
Princeton admissions officer, 
Portia, who’s fumbling her 
way through a romance with 
an alternative high school 
principal (Paul Rudd) while 



simultaneously dealing with 
the revelation that an applicant 
just might be her long-lost son. 
The 73-year-old actress says that 
she loved the parallels she saw 
between mother and daugh¬ 
ter, particularly since like her 
daughter’s long-concealed preg¬ 
nancy, Susannah had Portia 
under dubious circumstances 
that she has since re-imagined 
as an emblem of her feminist 
values. 

“My character got pregnant 
from having sex with a guy 
she’s attracted to on the train, 
but she doesn’t want to admit 
that she was so attracted to this 
guy that she was vulnerable to 
him,” Tomlin observes. “So she 
creates that mythology that she 
chose him and she was empow¬ 
ered enough to decide when 
she was going to have a child 
and who she was going to have 
it with.”

Playing a gatekeeper decid¬ 
ing who does and doesn’t get 
into Princeton in Admission 
brought some long-buried 
memories to the surface for 
Tina Fey. “It did remind me 
that I had actually applied 
to Princeton and had been 
rejected, but I felt OK about 
that,” says Fey, who earned 
her bachelor’s at the Univer¬ 
sity of Virginia. “I didn’t get 
mad when I was shooting on 
the Princeton campus. It was 
fine.” 

In fact. Fey credits her 
Pennsylvania upbringing 
for sparing her from much 
of the Ivy League anxiety 
forced upon other teenagers. 

“I wasn’t growing up in 
some kind of private-school 
world where it was expected 
of you to try to get into an 
Ivy League school,” she says. 
“I think there are people 
who grow up in a family 
where it’s like, ‘If you don’t 
get into Harvard or Yale or 
Princeton, you’re done!’ I 


think that’s craziness.” 

Though she made a name 
for creating her own char¬ 
acters — most notably Liz 
Lemon on 30 Rock, Fey came 
to Admission primarily as an 
actress. “I thought the char¬ 
acter of Portia was interest¬ 
ing because I hadn’t seen 
a movie about this world 
of college admissions be¬ 
fore, and it is a world that’s 
filled with so much anxiety 
and therefore humour for 
people on all sides of it,” she 


says of her attraction to the 
project. 

“I also liked that she’s an 
adult and she is intelligent, 
and at the same time she 
still has this huge, explosive 
emotional thing happen in 
her life. 

“I also thought it was an 
interesting story that you 
see these characters who are 
chasing motherhood and 
in pursuit of motherhood, 
and this is a character who 
decidedly did not want to 


be a mother but because of 
the given circumstances has 
to cope with the idea that 
maybe she is.” 

As for being a mother her¬ 
self? 

“I’m in favour of it,” Fey 
declares with a laugh. “I’m a 
mother of two, and it’s cer¬ 
tainly probably the hardest — 
parenthood, motherhood or 
fatherhood — is probably the 
hardest job you could ever do, 
but it is rewarding in a unique 
way as well.”

A writer looks at 40 


Middle-aged musing. 

Judd Apatow and 
wife Leslie Mann 
reflect on their 
milestone birthday 


Comedy maven Judd Apatow 
distinctly remembers the day 
he reached the milestone birth¬ 
day that shapes his film This is 
40, which comes out on DVD/ 
Blu-ray on Friday 

“The day I turned 40 my 
wife was shooting a movie with 
Zac Efron, so I visited her on the 
set and she was dancing with 
him in a scene,” the 45-year-old 
writer/producer/director, who’s 
married to This is 40 star Les¬ 
lie Mann, said in a recent tele¬ 
phone interview 

“So I had to watch her dance 
with Zac Efron all night. That 
may have scarred me.” 

Mann has a different take 
on the experience. 

“That was fun!” the comedic 
actress said with a laugh in a 
separate telephone interview. 
As it turned out, sultry 


dancing was also a key part of 
Mann’s 40th birthday nearly a 
year ago. 

“I went to Hawaii with my 
girlfriends and we went to 
a night club and we danced 
on a stripper pole, with 
our clothes on, but the night 
club was empty,” Mann recalled 
on the line from Los Angeles. 

“It was like a Wednesday 
night or something and ... we 
had a lot to drink. 

“And the next day we were 
covered in bruises from the 
pole, because you have to be 
in really good shape to go on 
those poles. I mean, it takes a 
lot of core strength, which we 
don’t have,” she continued. 

“But we had a good time, 
and you know (40), has been 
pretty good. I seem pretty OK 
with it. Thirty was harder for 
me than 40.” 

Apatow feels the same way. 

“I found 30 to be a trickier 
birthday, because I always felt 
like you were supposed to go 
nuts when you’re in your 20s 
and I didn’t. I just worked really 
hard as a writer and I didn’t 
take the time to have a lot of 
mad fun,” said the New York 


native, who did standup com¬ 
edy before moving on to an ac¬ 
claimed TV and film career. 

“So when my 20s ended I 
thought, ‘Oh my god, I missed 
it. I didn’t do what you’re sup¬ 
posed to do.’ Then I just re¬ 
signed myself to it being over.” 

Mann’s character in This is 
40, meanwhile, is not OK with 
leaving her 30s and lies about 
her age. Paul Rudd plays her 
husband, who is entering his 
40th year with financial woes 
at his record label. 

Apatow wrote and directed 
the dramedy that co-stars his 
and Mann’s children, Maude 
and Iris, as the family’s daugh¬ 
ters. 


The stoiy is “a big soup of 
real experiences” and reflects 
his fascination with why people 
struggle to get along, he said. 

“The basic idea of trying 
really hard to make a mar¬ 
riage work over the long-term 
is interesting to me and I am 
fascinated by bad communi¬ 
cation skills,” said Apatow, 
who made his feature direc¬ 
torial debut with The 40-Year- 
Old Virgin, which he also co¬ 
wrote. 

This is 40 is billed “a sort- 
of sequel” to Apatow’s hit 
2007 comedy film Knocked 
Up, which also featured Mann, 
Maude and Iris.

Movies have been land to David 
Bowie. Where the tradition is 
for cinema to crush pop star 
hubris — just ask Madonna, 
Britney Spears and Mariah 
Carey — the one bom David 
Jones has eked out a select but 
excellent filmic existence. 

He’s only had but a few 
leading roles — most nota¬ 
bly 1976’s The Man Who Fell 
to Earth — but his CV teems 
with small, memorable sup¬ 
porting turns: a cucumber- 
cool Pontius Pilate in The Last 
Temptation of Christ, a spot- 


on Andy Warhol in Basquiat, 
a movie-stealing Nikola Tesla 
in The Prestige and a deeply 
affecting performance as a 
dying vampire in the incoher¬ 
ent hot mess that is Tony 
Scott’s The Hunger. (He’s 
also very good as a co-lead 
in Nagisa Oshima’s Japanese 
POW saga, Meriy Christmas, 
Mr. Lawrence.) 

It’s too bad Bowie doesn’t 
enjoy film acting. He’s admit¬ 
ted finding movie sets to be 
artistically fallow, consisting 
of so much waiting around 
that he finds himself un¬ 
inspired. (He hasn’t acted in 
a film since a small role in 
2008’s August.) 

But movies have also been 
great to his music. Yes, there 
are only about a thousand 
uses of Under Pressure. But 
other movies use his music in 
more creative ways. 

In honour of The Next 
Day, Bowie’s first album in 
more than a decade — and 
his best in ages — here’s a 
smattering of Bowie’s aural 
contributions to cinema. 



Christiane F (1981) 

Christiane F (Vera Christine Felscherinow) 
achieved fame when her life as a teenage 
heroin addict in West Germany became the 
non-fiction bestseller Christiane F — We 
Children of Bahnhof Zoo. 

It then became a low-budget movie by 
Ulli Edel (Last Exit to Brooklyn, The Baader 
Meinhof Complex). A depressing film about 
teenage drug addiction might not have been 
a big draw, but it had an ace up its sleeve: 
David Bowie contributed songs and appeared 
as himself in gratuitous concert footage. 

Because the film was set in the late ’70s, 
the music hails from his Berlin Er a and you 
get Helden, the German version of Heroes. 
Today the film is perhaps best known as a 
soundtrack in the David Bowie section of 
music stores. 




Cat People (1982) 

Paul Schrader’s remake of Val 
Lewton’s no-budget chiller 
about a woman who thinks 
she’ll turn into a killer panther 
when sexually aroused is heavy 
and awesomely insane. 

It saves its most poetic¬ 
ally ridiculous moment for 
the end, which employs the 
slower, moodier version 
of Bowie’s Cat People — 
also used to great effect in 
Inglourious Basterds — over 
a freeze frame of a sad pan¬ 
ther face. 

This holds for an entire 
verse before Schrader unpauses 
it for the song’s chorus, then 
freeze frames it again! 


Labyrinth (1985) 

The movie where Bowie, made 
up to look like a leopard in big 
’80s hair, plays a puppet king 
who wishes to marry a 15-year- 
old Jennifer Connelly.

Bowie’s 1995 album Out¬ 
side is one of his better 
latter-day works, and two 
of its songs were put to 
excellent use in two excel¬ 
lent movies. 

Seven got Heart’s 
Filthy Lesson, while David 
Lynch’s comeback film — 
after the disastrous and 
unfairly maligned Twin 
Peaks: Fire Walk With Me, 
which featured a bizarre 
cameo from Bowie — 
opened with the (literally) 
driving I’m Deranged.

This is one of Nigella Lawson’s 
go-to weeknight suppers. She 
says you can cook the ragu 
longer at a lower heat, if de¬ 
sired, but it’s also perfect as is. 

This recipe calls for pap- 
pardelle — those egg-rich, 
wide ribbons — but you can 
use whatever type of pasta you 
have on hand. 

“Ragout” is French, “ragu” 
Italian, and this meat sauce is 
inspired by the Sicilian com¬ 
bination of sweet lamb, dried 
wild mint and crushed chili 
flakes, though Lawson said she 
has added an Anglo note with a 
little red currant jelly. 

1. Put a large pan of water on 
to boil for the pasta and warm 
garlic oil in a small, heavy- 
based pan that comes with a 
lid; cook shallots, stirring for a 
minute or so. 

2. Sprinkle in mint, oregano 
and red pepper flakes, stirring 
again in hot pan before add¬ 
ing meat. Cook for a couple of 


minutes, stirring to break it 
up with a wooden spatula or 
spoon, until it loses a bit of its 
pinkness. 

3. Add tomatoes, red currant 
jelly, Worcestershire sauce, salt 
and some grindings of pepper, 
then give a good stir and bring 
to a bubble. Partially cover with 
the lid and simmer for 20 min¬ 
utes. 

4. At the appropriate time, 
salt the boiling water and cook

Nigella Lawson said she made 
this cake for a friend who had 
been diagnosed with celiac 
disease.

The cake is delicious served 
warm, with some berries on 
the side, as well as a dollop of 
mascarpone or ice cream. 


1. Heat oven to 160 C (325 F). 
Grease a 23-cm (9-inch) spring- 
form pan with oil and line 
base with baking parchment. 

2. Measure and sift cocoa 
powder into bowl and whisk 
in boiling water until you 
have a smooth, chocolatey, 
still runny paste. Whisk in 


vanilla, then set aside to cool 
a little. 

3. In another smallish bowl, 
combine almond meal with 
baking soda and salt. 

4. Put sugar, olive oil and 
eggs into bowl of freestand¬ 
ing mixer with paddle attach¬ 


ment and beat vigorously 3 
minutes until you have a pale- 
primrose, aerated and thick¬ 
ened cream. 

5. Turn speed down a little 
and pour in cocoa mix, beat¬ 
ing as you go, and when all is 
scraped in, you can slowly tip 
in almond meal mixture.

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6. Scrape down, and stir with 
a spatula, then pour batter 
into prepared pan.

Wanting a Coconut Chicken 
Curry that is fast, delicious and 
not loaded with fat isn’t too 
much to ask for. 

The key is to make the 
sauce rich and flavourful with¬ 
out resorting to the usual cul¬ 
prit — full-fat coconut milk. 
The solution is to start with a 
small amount of light coconut 
milk and doctor it up. Pureeing 
into roasted red peppers and a 
small onion is just the trick. 


Ingredients 


• 12-oz jar roasted red pep¬ 
pers, drained 

• l small yellow onion, 
chopped 

• l cup chicken broth 

• 1/2 cup light coconut milk 

• 2 tsp curry powder 

• Three 3-inch lengths fresh 
lemon grass 

• 15-oz can chickpeas, drained 

• l cup grated carrots 

• l 3/4 lbs boneless, skinless 
chicken thighs 


For that something sweet, 
tiy adding grated carrots. You 
can’t go wrong with just the 
right amount of natural sweet¬ 
ness. A hefty dose of curry pow¬ 
der and lemon grass added dur¬ 
ing cooking rounds it all out. 

To make sure it all comes 
together, all you have to do is 
bring the sauce to a simmer in 
a large saute pan, then add the 
chicken. Finally, bulk out the 
recipe with good lean protein, 
by adding a can of chickpeas. 

1. In a blender, combine red 
peppers, onion, broth, coconut 
milk and curry powder. Pro¬ 
cess or puree until completely 
smooth. 

2. Pour sauce into large, deep 
saute pan over medium-high 
heat. Bring to a simmer. Use 
a meat mallet to lightly crush 
lemon grass, then add to sauce. 
Stir in chickpeas and carrots. 
Nestle chicken thighs into the 
sauce, being sure tops are cov¬ 
ered. Reduce the heat to main¬ 
tain a simmer and cook, uncov¬ 


ered, for 20 minutes. 

3. Remove and discard lemon 


grass. Serve chicken with chick¬ 
peas, carrots and sauce spooned 
over it. the associated press 


Dessert. Lemon Cookies 


1. In bowl, use electric mixer 
to beat butter until light and 
fluffy. Add 1/2 cup of powdered 
sugar, beat well. Add salt, lemon 
zest and vanilla and beat until 
creamy. Add food colouring, if 
using. A little at a time, beat in 
the flour just until mixed. 

2. Add nuts, using a silicone 
spatula to stir in. Place dough 
in a small bowl and chill 30 to 
60 minutes. 

3. Meanwhile, heat the oven to 
375 F. Line a baking sheet with 
parchment paper. Place the 
remaining 1 cup of powdered 
sugar in a medium bowl. 

4. Once dough chills, divide 
into 1/2-inch balls. Arrange on 
prepared baking sheet, leaving 
1 inch between them. Bake on 
centre rack 12 minutes, or until 
the cookies are set on top and 
lightly golden on bottom. 

5. Let cookies cool 3 minutes 
on cookie sheet. A few at a 
time, place in bowl of pow¬ 
dered sugar and toss gently to 
coat well. Transfer coated cook¬ 
ies to a rack to cool completely.

Although there are genuine hurdles to 
owning a home for Canadians, a new 
Royal LePage Real Estate survey shows 
that generation Y (born between 1980 and 
1994) and baby boomers (born between 
1947 and 1966) still strongly desire a 
house of their own. 

The survey conducted by Leger Mar¬ 
keting found that four in five (80.9 per 
cent) of the generation Y sample indicated 
that they have plans to move to another 
primary residence at some point in the 
future, with a significant proportion (39 
per cent) stating that they have a move 
planned at some point in the next two 
years. Baby boomers were less interested 
in moving, with 56.6 per cent stating that 
they currently have no plans to move to 
another residence. 

“Baby boomers have built homes for 
themselves. They are established in their 
neighbourhoods and their residences have 
become a place of happiness for family 
and friends,” says Phil Soper, CEO of 
Royal LePage Real Estate. “It’s their chil¬ 


dren that are seeking to create a similar 
atmosphere of their own, even though 
new impediments exist for this younger 
generation.” 

While generation Y is more likely to 
rent their primary residence at this stage 
in their lives, they do not see this as a 
desirable long-term solution. An over¬ 
whelming 85.7 per cent disagreed with 
the statement that “I do not desire to own 
a property in my lifetime as renting is 
preferable to me.”

Trust in the value of 
real estate remains very high amongst 
Canadians young and old. The majority of 
respondents from both groups stated that 
they see real estate as a sound investment, 
including 80.3 per cent of generation Y 
and 88.7 per cent of baby boomers. Only 
approximately one-in-10 (8.5 per cent and 
12.8 per cent, respectively) from either 
group did not believe that real estate was a 
sound investment. - Metro News Services

1 Think about practical things first. What do you and your 
family expect from the new window treatment? Are you 
concerned with privacy, light control, heat loss or gain, ac¬ 
cess to the patio, or safety? 

2 You don’t need to be afraid to mix patterns, textures 
and colours. Remember, it takes three things — pattern, 
texture and colour — to make a room interesting. 

3 Care about how your home looks to passersby. Be con¬ 
sistent, and remember Dobson’s rule — colour on the 
inside, white facing the road. 

mm Fullness is important when hanging drapery. Double 
l\ fullness is right for a casual look, triple fullness gives a 
more formal, sophisticated look. 

5 Never leave cords hanging from your blinds in rooms 
where there are children and pets. There are many ways 
to prevent accidents from happening, from a cordless remote 
control to a simple cleat to wind the cord around. 

6 Take care of the details. For example, research available 
sources of hardware and finials that will reinforce the 
style you are creating. 

_ Make sure your blinds are large enough to overlap the 
f window casing all around. To increase energy efficiency 
and privacy, and for maximum darkness, many blinds can be 
equipped with a blackout lining.

The redeeming feature of 
your kitchen is the large win¬ 
dow that lets in lots of light, 
so no matter how small your 
kitchen area might be it will 
never look dark. 

Here are a few design tips 
and products that will help 
modernize your kitchen. 

Keep the major elements, 
such as your stove, fridge 
and sink in the same areas 
and consider replacing/up¬ 
grading what you have now. 
That way you will not have 
to worry about complicat¬ 
ed electrical or plumbing 
issues. I would flip the fridge 
and stove (simple electrical 
changes); that way, when 
you look into the kitchen 
the stove will offer you more 
visual depth into the room, 
making it look larger. 

Appliances 

Choose a 24-inch-wide fridge 
with a reflective stainless 
finish. The narrow fridges 
today come much taller and 
are counter depth for a fit¬ 
ted look. I would suggest 
replacing the stove with a 
two-burner counter cook 
top, then build in a micro¬ 
convection oven below. This 
will free up more counter 
space. 

Cupboards 

Since your kitchen is small 
but bright, I suggest a glossy 
door in a light colour. The 
glossy finish will reflect 
light and keep the small 
area bright. Consider adding 
a set of glass-fronted cab¬ 
inet doors on the cupboards 
above the sink to add a break 
in the long row of cabinets 
and allow an attractive area 
for display. 

Countertops 

A stone countertop will give 
you two things: a high-end 
look for your kitchen and 
durability. I suggest choos¬ 
ing a countertop colour that 
blends the colours of your 
fridge/stove together. For in¬ 
stance, if you choose black 
appliances then choose 
a darker countertop. For 
stainless appliances, go for 
medium greyish tones and 


for white appliances go with 
light counters. 

Backsplash and flooring 

Your backsplash should 
marry your upper and lower 
cabinets together with its 
tone/colour. For instance, 
if you have white cabin¬ 
etry then choose a white 
backsplash. For a room¬ 
expanding effect consider a 
mirrored backsplash. I like 
the grey/smolce mirror for a 
dramatic effect. This tends 
to look best when incorpor¬ 
ating darker cupboards and 
counters into a kitchen. Your 
flooring should be a durable, 
non-gloss tile in a colour/ 
tone that matches the new 
appliances you choose. 

Lighting 

Investing in under-cupboard 
lighting will add drama at 
night and allow you to use 
the kitchen without turning 
on the bright overhead light.

LeBron James scored 25 points 
as the Miami Heat overcame 
a 27-point deficit in the third 
quarter and won their 24th 
straight game, 98-95, over the 
shorthanded Cleveland Cava¬ 
liers on Wednesday night to 
extend the second-longest 
winning streak in NBA histoiy 

The Heat are within nine 
games of matching the record 
of 33 consecutive wins held 
by the 1971-72 Los Angeles 
Lakers. 

James and his teammates 
have insisted the record isn’t 
one of their goals, and for 
more than 30 minutes the 
defending champions seemed 


disinterested and on the verge 
of losing for the first time 
since Feb. 1. Miami trailed 67- 
40 with 7:44 left in the third 
quarter. 

But behind the irrepress¬ 
ible James, who added 12 
rebounds and 10 assists, the 
Heat inched closer to history 
by matching the biggest come¬ 
back in the NBA this season, 
according to STATS. 

James had 14 points in the 
fourth as Miami completed its 
second straight comeback. The 
Heat rallied from 17 down — 
13 in the fourth quarter — to 
beat Boston 105-103 Monday 
night and snap a tie with the 
2007-08 Houston Rockets for 
the second-longest winning 
streak in NBA histoiy. 

The Cavs were missing all- 
star guard Kyrie Irving, Dion 
Waiters and Anderson Varejao 
— their three top scorers.

Racism. Czech fans gel 
1-year ban for racial taunts 


A court in the Czech Re¬ 
public has banned eight 
fans from a stadium for one 
year for racially abusing 
Philadelphia Flyers winger 
Wayne Simmonds in October 
when he was playing there dur¬ 
ing the NHL lockout. 

Judge Petr Novak at 
the court in the northern 
city of Chomutov called Wed¬ 
nesday’s verdict “sufficient.” 

Simmonds, who is black, 
was the target of racist chants 
while playing for Liberec White 
Tigers at the Chomutov Pirates 
on Oct. 28 in the Czech league. 


The incident was not the 
first time Simmonds had 
been subjected to abuse by 
fans. Last year, a banana 
was thrown at Simmonds 
from the stands during an NHL 
pre-season game in London. 

Christopher Moorhouse was 
fined $200 after pleading guilty 
to engaging in a prohibited ac¬ 
tivity. 

The Czech Republic ice 
hockey federation has already 
fined the Pirates $1,500 for the 
chants. The Chomutov club also 
apologized to Simmonds.

Players’union to 
get views on visors 

The National Hockey 
League Players’ Associa¬ 
tion plans to canvass its 
membership on visors. 

Mathieu Schneider, a 
special assistant to NHLPA 
executive director Donald 
Fehr, said some 72 to 73 
per cent of NHL players 
currently wear shields. 

“By the sheer numbers 
of players wearing them, 
you’re seeing a big change 
in visors,” said Schneider. 

“I’m certainly an 
advocate — and a bit of a 
hypocrite myself because 
I played my entire career 
without one. But the 
game’s extremely fast. 
Guys come into the league 
now having had to wear 
a visor before. We’re 
definitely going to look at 
talking to the guys about 
grandfathering them in.” 

That might involve 
polling the players on the 
issue. The last time they 
did that, in 2009, players 
were “heavily” against 
grandfathering in visors, 
he said. 

Colin Campbell, the 
NHL’s vice-president of 
hockey operations, said 
the GMs are in favour of 
grandfathering in visors, 
making them mandatoiy 
for players entering the 
league. 

“They’re not going to 
ask players who don’t 
have visors on now to 
wear visors,” he said.
